YOUR CAMPAIGN TO SELL STAR AND TITLE 


| 4 Methods of Teasing With the Title 


If you haven’t used a teaser campaign lately, you can probably create a good deal 
word-of-mouth with one on this film. Following are a number of ideas on how to present 
a campaign of this type in various situations: 


AD CAMPAIGN 


Scatter a number of small-space ads throughout the paper with teaser copy along these 
lines: “Anyone knowing the whereabouts of Stella Parish, communicate with etc. etc.” 

. and “Information has been received that Stella Parish is in this city. Will anyone 
finding her please communicate etc. etc.” You could also plant ad in “Lost and Found” 
column, saying that Stella Parish is lost, ete. After a few days of a variety of ads of 
this type, big ad should be taken using only the title. And then, of course, follow this 
up with your usual cast and catchline ads. 


SNIPE AND TACK CARD CAMPAIGN 


Along the same lines as your teaser ad campaign, you can plant snipes and tack cards 
around town. Copy could be the same. This can be augmented with a big “Lost” poster, 
with photo of Kay Francis, measurements, ete. 


THEATRE CAMPAIGN 
You can use the “Lost” posters in lobby and teaser copy for advance underliners in 
your ads, all before any mention of film is made. You might also use slide to flash on 
screen telling about search for Stella Parish. 
RADIO CAMPAIGN 


Radio is a very effective medium for a teaser campaign. Why not a search for Stella 
Parish, to be conducted with short spot announcements between programs? If police 
broadcast a daily report of people missing, you might be able to sneak Stella Parish’s 
name in on it. It’s been done before, with the police in on the stunt, of course.

For 
despite its luxurious appearance, 
its apparent fragility, lame is in 
reality one of our sturdiest fabrics. 
It retains its luster for many 
months (if it was a good piece of 
material in the beginning), and it 
does not crush or wrinkle easily. 
After it has once been made into 
a garment, it holds its shape inde- 
finitely and it does not catch dirt 
nor spot readily. 

“Therefore, I consider lame the 
perfect fabric for lounging robes, 
especially if one is inclined to 
travel frequently. For one of the 
first requisites of a_ satisfactory 
travel-robe is that it must retain 
its pristine freshness and look as 
well when one arrives at a destin- 
ation as at the start. For that rea- 
son, I purchased from the studio 
the lame lounging-robe that Orry- 
Kelly designed for me to wear in 
“T Found Stella Parish,” and have 
added it to my personal ward- 
robe,’ Miss Francis concluded. 

Kay points out that from the 
boudoir to the dance floor is a short 
step to the ubiquitous metal cloth, 
which is used to fashion some of 
the loveliest new gloves of the sea- 
son.

House, grounds and furnishings 
designed by Robert Haas, art di- 
rector of the picture, the set is one 
to cause devotees of “old English” 
design to go into oh’s and ah’s of 
enthusiasm. 

The exterior is extremely pic- 
turesque. The wall outside the cot- 
tage is of built-up flat flagstone. 
The gate consists of two flower- 
potted stone posts. Between them 
hang an old rusted-iron double gate 
which, for genuine beauty, might 
have been designed by Chippendale 
himself. 

Flagged stone steps and porch, 
diamond-latticed Tudor windows, 
and a steeply-pitched roof of grey 
shakes give the cottage a weathered 
beauty.

The piano is a modern Steinway 
Baby Grand, but finished in the 
authentic Queen Anne manner. 

The tripod tables, latticed-glass 
bookcase, English clock with a 
swan-neck pediment and the Chip- 
pendale ribbon-back chair all re- 
flect the Eighteenth century.

1935 design.” 

Potted geraniums, so cherished 
in England, and the typical touches 
of clipped yew hedges and orderly 
lawn, lend the complete picture to 
a cottage such as might really be a 
secret “dream-house” for the artist 
that Miss Francis portrays.

The section of the boat built for 
camera range is 150 feet long and 
rises to a height of more than 50 
feet.

The latest type of self-launching 
life boats are hung from above the 
promenade deck. A central con- 
trol from the bridge could launch 
all these boats simultaneously 
when needed for a_ shipwreck 
scene.

As 
for the owner of the name, he was 
born in South Africa, so he is ac- 
customed to both pronunciations. 
He says he has no preference. 


MacLane, the younger, who 
hadn’t reached his present stature 
by several inches and many 
pounds, had little inclination to 
fight off his tormentors. Occasion- 
ally his big brother came to his 
rescue and fought his battles for 
him. But there were many times 
when the brother was not on hand 
to defend Barton and the boy suf- 
fered in silence through many un- 
happy months. 

Eventually Walton MacLane left 
school and so left Barton to his 
own defenses. It was then that 
a colored boy, named George Ed- 
ney, came to the rescue and sided 
with MacLane in his unequal 
battles. Edney proved to be an 
effective fighter and, though the 
actor says now that he himself 
was of little assistance in the af- 
frays, the two of them finally 
gained a certain amount of respect 
from the other school boys. 

Even so Barton refused to fight 
and says he was sometimes called a 
“sissy.” It was not until he had 
started to college that, the “he

In one moment of wild fury 
Barton MacLane lost all his “sissy” 
qualities.

He went out for football, bas- 
ket ball and other strenuous col- 
lege sports. He captained the 
varsity basketball team and ran 
a hundred yards to a touchdown 
the same year that Johnny Mack 
Brown plummeted into motion 
picture work with a similar feat. 
He got a picture job out of his 
famous touchdown too, a role with 
Richard Dix in “The Quarter- 
back.” 

No one has called MacLane a 
“sissy” for a good many years 
now. He is six feet one inch tall 
and weighs 198 pounds—and_ it’s 
all muscle. He has green eyes and 
red hair and he has supplied the 
menace for many plays and pic- 
tures. 

But during all the years that 
have gone by since his prep school 
days, MacLane has never forgot- 
ten nor lost track of George Ed- 
ney, the colored boy who was his 
friend and who fought his early 
battles for him. They have corres- 
ponded more or less regularly and 
when Edney was seriously injured 
in an accident in a railroad switch 
yard and it became necessary for 
him to spend a long period in a 
hospital and eventually come out 
minus one leg, it was MacLane, 
the successful actor, who supplied 
the necessary funds.
